It vu not long before we w«n fulrly iu 


the cbiunel, and the pilot got iutoliisbost 
•nd lift UK. 


There was it nice breeze, but tho sen was 


perfectly smooth, and 
tho chip glided 


through tho water with a delightful glibuims; 
80 that I felt I ought to be doiiig goiuethiug 
towards learning iuy duties while I was able 
aud confided to MaoNab that I should like 
to bold an inspection of tho convicts, who 
wore nil gathered on the main deck iu 
charge of thoir wimlcra nnd the marines, 
who mounted sentry over them wilh loaded 
ni'ishots and iixed bityouots. 


I found that I hud mndo au official appli- 


cation iu Ihe right <iuartor by accident, for 
MacNab immcilifttcly said : 


"At what time 'i nt oucy ?" 
And when 1 replied iu tho aUlrmative.gavo 


oirtaiu sharp, short orders, tho result of 
wjich was that in loss than ten uiinutes n 
warder camo up to mo, touched his cap and 
reported : 


"All ready Kir." 
And following him, I found tho convicts 


drawn up in lines, bare footed 
Sfy inspec- 


tion of thorn was a mere form,for,of course, 
they were Kent on board sound and clea'n, 
hut I nm:!o certain suggestions with regard 
to tho sanitary arrangements between, decks 
whore thoir hammocks were siting, uud 
these were promptly attended to, whore 
practicable. 
When I hnd done MacNab 


challenged mo to a game of chess, and for- 


' tunately we proved to bo very evenly 


matched. He was quite right in relying so 
much upon it as a resource; how wo should 
have got through the weeks without it I 
cannot imagine; wo played at least six 
hours daily out of the twenty four. 


When we got into the broad swell of tho 


AMantic I had a week's seasickness, 'during 
which MacNab had the best of me »t chess, 
a id aftor I was well I began to have eomo 
t-ouble wilh the convicts. .What sehomera 
t'tey were! Their one great object was to 
g it a glass of grog or wine, which could 


" oaly be done by my order, and they regular- 


ly studied tho complaints for which 1 pre- 
a Bribed such medical comforts, and either 
simulated 
or 
managed them artificially 


Greenhorn as I was, they imposed upon mo 
rjraly at first, and just as I was getting up 
ti tbeir dodges wo passed tho Equator, and 
fiero was s good deal of real sickness,which 
gave them the advantage again. As time 
went on I became familiarized with tho 
rogues, and loomed to look upon them as 
fjllow-men who had gone wrong, rather 
than as wild beasts. I ta'ked to them freely, 
learned many of their histories—at least 
their own versions of them —and took con- 
siderable interest in some of tbo narrators. 
Most of thorn were ignorant, debased crea- 
tares, either born and bred to prey on their 
fellow-creatures, or recruited from tho most 
neglected ranks of society; but there were 
one or two exceptions—notably, a man 
who passed under the name of Williams, 
who was gifted with rare abilities, and had 
the manners and address of a gentleman. 
His face would have afforded on interest- 
ing study to a physiognomist, tho upper 
part being highly intolluctual, tho lower 
part betokening unbounded sensuality. His 
crime was forgery of bauk notes. This 
man never condescended to try and trick 
me, as tho others did; neither did ho sulk 
like some of the better class-convicts, nor 
protest his innocence, which was tho al- 
most 
universal custom. He 
was civil, 


somewhat subdued in manner, nnd glud of 
my conversation. Ho hnd yielded to the 
temptation of trying to inako hia fortune in 
t}o great a hurry, had failed, and was con- 
tant to pay the penalty, bo said. Though 
n "lifor," ho by no moans desparcd of his 
fnture. 
Ho was informed that with good 


conduct he would soon bo a frob man with- 
in the limits of the colony, aud had perfect 
confidence in his ability to earn n comfort- 
able livelihood if ho bad that chance. 
And what did tho country matter ? Life 
could be made as enjoyable iu one plnco ns 
another. Ho would not go back to England 
to bo cut by all his relations nnd former 
friends if ho could. 


Plausibly as Williams ul-.vnys talked, I 


mistrusted him. I .noticed that ho had es- 
tablished a considerable influence over tho 
other convicts, nnd constantly surprised 
him 
speaking 
earnestly 
in cor- 


ners to groups of five or six of them. On 
my appearances theso conferences broke 
up, and in spite of oil affectation of indif- 
ference I was certain on more than one oc- 
casion that anxiety was felt lost I should 
have caught some word in passing. And I 
know, without being able to prove it, that 
secret signs wore exchanged between Wil- 
liams and at least n score, whom x conhl 
have pointed out, habitually. 


Another convict who evidently had f:ome 


power wilh his fellows wns Lloyd, a Welsh 
sailor who had stabbed another iu a quarrel 
STld narrowly escaped tho gallows. 


But it was natural enough that an experi- 


enced sailor should obtain the hearing of 
landsmen during a voyago of such length, 
and I never suspected him of striving to in- 
fluence tho others with any sinster designs, 
as I certainly did Williams. 


But soon 1 had no time for idle specula- 


tion and suspicion; llio sickness, n fever, at 
tended by symptoms which wore unfamiliar 
to mo, increased. Soon there wero a score 
of convicts, several senmou, and ono'of tho 
marines do-.vu with it. 


A man died, was sown up iu his hammock 


and launched from tbo gangway with n shot 
at his feet, MacNab reading tho service over 
him. 
During tho ceremony ono of those 


phenomena which inako sailors so supersti- 
tious occurred. As tho body touched tho 
water tho wind sank, and in half an hour 
there was n perfect calm. In many minds a 
cum is associated with all that is peaceful 
and beautiful; iu mino it is a horrible 
nightmare. 


For a week v.-c lay on the broad, smooth 


sheet of gloss, without a speck in sight to 
break tho monotony. Glass ? Molten silver 
rather, for tho heat v.-ns so fearful that I 
sometimes imagined that it would seethe. 
The sun seemed !i!;o » ra.<!.« of white hot 
iron close above us, nnd the pitch oozed ond 
bailed between the planks. 
Poor Phillips 


CMlrl not go on with his scotching, for tho 
perspiration dropping from his forehead 
blotted his work, and oven MacNab's ardor 
lor chess relaxed. Hut I hnd little timo to 
yliy with him—under such aggravating con- 
ditions tho fever raged. Deaths wero of 
daily, Bomotimcs of hourly occurrence • wo 
«ODn had to cast Iho bodies overboard with- 
out ceremony. 


On tho fourth Hay tho captain and ono 


0, his mates bickonud, nnd Iho shattered 
0 institution of tho former caused him to 
a nk nt once. Then Phipps took Iho fever 
•nl thought it vras a mild altauk, ho wns so 
Taablo as to bo until fur duty. 


Such of the convicts as escaped tho fovor 


blgan to hold their heads erect and look 
yju fill 
in tho eyes ns . they pnssW, ns 


t lough they foil that death was brincine us 
»U to an equality. 


Tht sixth day'was tho most oppressive of 


• 1—it was literally difficult to draw breath, 
• id though I escaped Iho fovor, I wns 
knocked up for Iho tmt timo. To do mv 
Wirk nmoiiK'il the dying nnd the dead wan ii 
physical impossibility for me; I throw my. 
•*lf down under tho awning on tho quarler- 
dft3k, nnd lost all ctuih-cioiisucsp, probably 
rsmni ning m a stole of torpor for houri'.
